T is grievous to conſider how many 1 
Chriſtiaus there are, (if ſuch as they de- 
ſerve the Name of Chriſtians) who come 

not to Church at all, or very ſeldom, to pax 

hat public Duty and Worſhip to Gos, 
hich our Religion calls for, and the Laws 

of our Country enjoin. And even of thoſe _ 

ho do come, we find too many behaving 

hemſelves in ſuch a careleſs Manner, as if 
he Worſhip of Gob were either not their 

Buſineſs there, or not worth minding. — |

to ſeep, or trifle away their Time in thinking . 
of their worldly Affairs. Others gaze and 
ſtare about upon the Congregation, or keep | 
talking and whiſp: ring with their Neigh- 
bours ; and this is eſpectally obſervable while 
the Leſons are reading, as if the Holy Scrip- 


tpres, tho' given by Iiſpiration of Gop, 
were not always to be heard, marked, learned, 
| end inwardly digeſted, that ſo they may an- 
| ſwer the Ends for which they were written,

fteonſue/ s; or in one Word, good to the uſe of | 


Edifying, 1 Tim. iii. 16. With regard to | 
ſuch cold and careleſs Worſhippers, we may 
apply: to the Church what.

Others there are, who do indeed ſhew

Thirdh, Having as ſoon as. you can, got- 
ten a convenient Opportunity after your En-

But beſides theſe general Directions for 
the Public Worſhip of Gon, there are others,

which you have been guilty of; either by 
doing what yau __ not to do, or not deing 
what you ought; fo as to be heartily ſorry 
for them, and ſtedfaſtly to reſolve againſt 
them for the Time to come; imploring his 
Mercy in the Pardon of them, and his 
Grace, that from henceforward ye may in- 
tirely forſake them, and bring forth the 
Fruits of an unfeigned Repentance. | 


The Confeſſion ended, and you continuing 
upon your Knees, the Miniſter 
ftands up, and in the Name of The Ab/o- 
God declares and pronounces Iulion.
